“TRIBUNE” REVEALS EVIDENCE 


Coroner Hoffman was called up by |} 
telephone at his home in Desplaines late 
last nighf and informed by Tue Tris- 


‘tUNm that new. evidence of great, impor- 


tance had been discovered. in the King 
case that made it highly important 
that a post-mortem ‘be held at once. 
He had retired but decided to act imme- 
diately after th¢ exhumation order had 
been issued by Judge Kersten. 
Exhumation of the body was ordered 
by Judge Kersten under the statute 
giving the coroner the right to hold 
@ post-mortem if he betieves a crime 
has been committed, provided the body 
is within the jurisdiction of the county. 


VERDICT OF PHYSICIANS. 
Following is the verdict of the examin- 
ing physicians: 


“The wound was such as & .82 caliber 
steel jacketed bullet would make. The 
entrance of the wound was about two 
inches forward of the center of the 
skull, behind the left ear. It showed no 
signs of burns or powder marks, indicat- 
ing that the revolver was considerable 
distance from the head when discharged. 

“The bullet passed through the brain, 
coming in contact with the skull interior 
of the forehead, where the steel jacket 
was found. The lead portion of the 
bullet curved to the right and was lodged 
in the right side of the brain. It was 

removed by Dr. Burmeister, who now 
has it in his possession. 

“The left ankle showed a dark dis- 
coloration. The post-mortem examination 
reveals that the ankle was brokéh prior 
to death. All other organs were ‘ nega- 
tive’ and in healthy, normal condition, 
the body being that of a well nourished 


woman.” 

NO POWDER MARES FOUND. 

Two of the most important facts re- 
vealed were that Mrs. King’s ankle was 
broken some time prior to her death, 
and that no powder marks nor burns 
were found near the wound. Both 
these facts were lightly touched upon 
in the testimony before the coroner's 
jury in Concord, Dr. R. P. McFad- 
dyn, Concord physiclap, admitted he 
made only a superficial examination of 
Mrs. King’s ankle, not even removing 


the rfocking.

Saloon Men Back Move. 

In the matter of special bar permits 
Mr. Legner said there was no disposi- 
tion on the part of his associates to 
interfere with special permits for repu- 
table organizations. 

“It is difficult,” said Mr. Legner, “to 
exercise surveillance over the great haz- 
ards which now exist in the cabarets. 
We don't want to be responsible for any 
of these matters. We want to have 
saloons operated as decent, orderly 
places. Ninety-five per cent of the men 
in the saloon business are behind this 
move. We are asking the city to aid ‘us 
in getting rid of a bad condition. 

“There is to be no move on our part 
toward regulating dancing and vaude- 
ville, only we don’t want them in con- 
nection with saloons. They must be 
separated entirely from pase which 
sell liquor.” 

The Juvenile Protective assoctation 
has waged a fight against the sale of 
liquor.in dance halls. This matter has 
been before the city council in some 
form or other for several years, but 
heretofore it has not been successful.

GERMAN FLYERS 
BOMB HOSPITAL; 
KILL 19; HURT 26 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS.} 

GRAND HEADQUARTERS OF THE 
FRENCH ARMY, Sept. 6.—The Vande- 
laincourt hospital, in the region of Ver- 
dun, again was. bombarded by German 
aviators for six and a half hours last 
night. Nineteen persons were killed and 
twenty-six wounded. The huts attacked 
contained only severely wounded men, 
who were unable to move from their cots.

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FIRES BEHIND | | 
GERMAN LINES 
POINT RETREAT 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
LONDON, Sept. 6.—Numerous large 
conflagrations are said to have been seen 
recently near the German lines, particu- 
larly in the Lille sector, and it is be- 
Heved these fires indicate the Germans 
may be planning another winter with- 
drawal to a new line, as they did after 
the battle of the Somme. 
It also is reported that thousands of 
the French population In the same sec- 
tion of German occupied territory are be- 
ing sent back to within the French lines 
via Switzerland, presumably to conserve 
food supplies and reduce the civilian pop- 
ulation to a minimum in the areas where 


.the heavy fighting may take place. 


London suspects, however, that this 
shifting of civilians may be but another 
indication of the Germans to retire. 

(The first reports of the movement 
of civilians back from the zone of 
war in Flanders came in a Havas 
agency dispatch Tuesday night from 
Hazebrouck to Paris. That dispatch 
intimated preparations for a German 
retirement to a distance of twenty 
miles back from the present lines, but 
nothing further confirmatory of this 
latter point has been received.}

permit him to recover. 

Loves Him Still. 

“I was wild about him,” she said. “I 
love him still. He told me he wasn't 
married and that he was going to 
marry me, He was always welcome in 
my apartment and he came there often.

asked him about it and we quarreled,” 

The girl, at some point in the quarrel, 
seized a revolver and fired once.

UNCLE SAM ASKS 


WOMEN TO TURN 
FOOD SLEUTHS 


Uncle Sam has a brand new scheme 
to keep his finger on the pulse of the 
food markets throughout the country 
and to put his project into effect he has 
made an appeal for aid to patriotic 
women in every city and town of over 
8,000 inhabitants. 

Yesterday the office of the controller 
of the currency announced thdt a letter 
had been sent to the presidents of certain 
national banks, which reads, in part, as 
follows: 

“Herbert C. Hoover, food administra- 
tor, in the public interest is desirous of 
securing from responsible and _  confi- 
dential sources weekly reports as to the 
retail prices paid by consumers for food 
in towns and cities throughout "the 
country. 

“ He desires to find correspondents in 
each place who will take the trouble to 
inform themselves at the end of each 
week as to the prices which are being 
charged by the retail grocers and food 
dealers for thirty of the principal arti- 
cles of food, and has, therefore, request- 
ed the controller of the currency to co- 
operate with him in this direction to the 
extent of asking the national banks 
throughout the country to recommend 
to the food administrator some person 
or persons who will agree to gather and 
to forward to,the food administrator in 
Washington the figures and information 
desired. 

“It has been suggested that perhaps 
intelligent and patriotic women can be 


| found in each town and city who will 


be willing to give their services for this 
purpose.” 


BABY IS CRUSHED 
TO DEATH BY POST 
BROKEN BY AUTO

A curious automobDfle accident caused 
the death of a 16 months old baby yes- 
terday afternoon in front of 8033 South 
Shore drive. Little Frank Guzanexi was 
sleeping in a baby buggy in front of bis 
home when an auto driven by George 
Jensen of 9033 Burley avenue, in swerv- 
ing out of the way of another machire, 
hit a lamp post, which was broken off 
and fell on the child, Jensen was taken 
into custody by the South Chicago po- 
li¢e.

It is under- 
stood that the raiders took equipment 
and materials which must be replaced 
before the presses can be used, and soit 
is likely there will be no issue for some 
days. 
It is the belief of officials, te waders 
stood, that besides publishing the Ar- 
beiter Zeitung, in the German language, 
considerable job work in the printing 
of anti-war pamphiets and propaganda 
has been done in the plant. The raid 
was to get the proofs of this as much 
as to stop the publication of the paper, 
for the present at least. 

The government methods at the plant 
of the Social Demokraten and the Rad- 
ical Book shop were similar to those em- 
ployed at the office of the Arbeiter 
Zeitung. No arrests were made at any 
of the three places. 


STORE STRIPPED. 

When a reporter visited the Radical 
Book Shop a few minutes after the 
raid he found Harry L. Udell, its keeper, 
and his blind wife, in the dingy little 
shop where for years they have earned 
a livelihood by selling radical and an- 
archistic literature. The shop is about 
six feet wide and runs baal twenty 
eight or thirty feet. 

A- bit cf a two foot counter holds a 
cash register in front. 
wife declined te talk. But the walle 
of the obscure little place told the story 
mutely. An hour before socialistic and 
I. W. W. Hlterature had lined the in- 
terior. Now there were blank places 
whence the “ goods" had been torn. 
The operatives evidently knew what 
they wanted: had the books and pam- 
phiets they were to take spotted. They 
came in, worked swiftly, and were gone 
almost before the neighborhood knew 
they were there. No resistance was 
offered.

ence between Kaiser Wilhelm of Ger- 
many and Czar Nicholas of Russia, 
found in the czar’s archives after he was 
deposed, reveals the German emperor 
urging Nicholas to place full responsibil- 
ity for war or peace consequences dur- 
ing the Russo-Japanese peace negotia- 
tions on the duma in order to save him- 
self. Most of the telegrams were signed 


On July 20, 1906, the kaiser sent this 
telegram to Nicholas from Dansig: 

“ With the actual spirit prevailing in 
Ruesia the disaffected masses would try 
to place the whole responsibilty for all 
disadvantageous consequences on your 
shoulders and all successes as the result 
of Count Witte’s personal management. 
It would be excéllent as a first task for 
these duma representatives, if you gave 
them the peace treaty after it is first 
formulated, to vote upon it, thus leav- 
ing the odium of decision to the coun- 
try and thereby giving the Russian péo- 
ple a voice in the matter of their own 
prosperity. The outcome would be their 
work and therefor stop the mouths of 
the opposition.’ 


Again Urges Duma Action. 

On Aug. 20, 1905, the kaiser again 
telegraphed to the czar as follows: 

“I gather that the general peace nego- 
tiations are going on satisfactorily, but 
that some points offer difficulty to settle- 
ment before you take final decision for 
peace or the continuation of the war. 
The latter will be of far reaching con- 
sequences and will cost unlimited lives, 
blood, and money. I should fancy it an 
excellent procedure to submit the ques- 
tion to the great duma first. _ 

“ As it represents the people of Russia, 
it would be the voice of Russia. If it 
should decide for peace, you are em- 
powered in the way to proceed. .If the 
war is to continue, the decisions which 
are to be taken are so terribly earnest 
and the consequences so far reaching 
that it is quite impossible for any mortal 
sovereign to take the responsibility for 
them alone on his shoulders without the 
help of his people. May God be with 
you. - 

“Do not forget the line of advance- 
mefit, vis-a-vis the guards.” 

This telegram was signed “ Willy.”

OUR QUARREL WITH AUTOCRACY. 

Sénator Owen has recently brought to the atten- 
tion of congress some early nineteenth century 
history in the form of the secret treaty of Verona 
(Nov. 22, 1822), which has a very definite bearing 
on present day events. 

It should be said, by way of preface, that this 
remarkable document was signed by the four 
military autocracies then existing in Europe— 
Prussia, Austria, France, and Russia—the nations 
comprising the holy alliance. It reverberated into 
America, the promulgation of the Monroe doctrine 
being our answer to the great conspiracy hatched 
at Verona. , ® 

Machiavelli himself never surpassed the Verona 
treaty in the revelation of the unscrupulous meth- 
ods and purposes of autocracy. This illuminating 
document is commended to those who still think 
representative governments have no quarrel with 
autocracy as such, and it should be of special 
interest because contemporary Prussianism is not 
very different from Prussianism of that day. 
Kaiser Wilhelm II., it may be noted, is a direct 
descendant’ of Frederick William, then king of 
Prussia. $ ,

our allies, and is contemptuous of Yankees. In

There is abundant evidence that such papers 
wield an enormous and thoroughly vicious influ- 
ence over Americans of German birth or descent, 
but now and then it appears that they have over- 
shot the mark. An occasional “ German” Ameri- 
can protests. Except that protest is dangerous, 


Since the publication of “ Why the Immigrant 
Remains an Alien,” innumerable letters have 
poured in upon its author, Admiral C. F. Goodrich, 
and by far'the most significant is one from a Ger- 
man Lutheran pastor, who calle for the suppres-

Says he: “The German 
papers are not printed for the benefit of America, 
but for the benefit of Germany. They have cham- 
pioned Germany’s cause with the greatest fanati-

Convinced that the principles of religion con- 
‘tribute most powerfully to keep nations in the 
state of passive obedience which they owe to their 
. princes, the high contracting parties declare it to 
' be their intention to sustain in their respective 
states those measures which the clergy may adopt 
with the aim of ameliorating their own interests, 
so intimately connected with the preservation of 
the authority of the princes; and the contracting 
powers join in offering their thanks to the pope 
_ for what he has already done for them, and solicit 

bis constant codperation in their views of holding 
the nations in submission. 
| Under this treaty these military autocracies 
sought to subdue the revolting colonies of Spain 
and Portugal in South America, with the probable 
object of proceeding next against the United States. 
But Great Britain interfered, and President Monroe 
issued his famous message declaring that any such 
effort would be regarded as an unfriendly act. 

_ President’s Wilson challenge-to the German peo- 
ple to reform their government, therefore, has its 
roots in the age long struggle of democracy to 
maintain itself against monarchial aggression. If 
we were undertaking this reforming business pure- 
ly as a missionary venture it would be a different 
matter. But we are engaged in no visionary effort 
of that kind; it is a struggle for self-protection. 


THE INSURANCE BILL. 

Julian W. Mack, judge of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, informs Tuz TRIBUNE 
that the insurance bill for soldiers provides for 
monthly payments at the rate of $50 or $60 in 
the case of a $10,000 policy. We believe this pro- 
vision removes every objection to the insurance 
plan of taking care of the families of American 
soldiers, Judge Mack, who is the author of the 
bill, does not favor the proposed reduction of the 
maximum amount to $5,000, as reported by the 
house committee. We think his objection is valid: 
unless an adequate insurance program is adopted 
the country is likely to undergo several generations 
of pension scandals—and we have already had 
sufficient experience with scandals of this kind.

Why are there seven days in the week, and not 
eight? Why are there sixty minutes in the hour, 
and why are there not sixty hours in the day? These 
artificial divisions of time are accepted so unques- 
tioningly that to ask a reason for them may, to an 
indolent mind, seem almost absurd. This acceptance 
of a week of seven days and of an hour of sixty 
minutes (almost as if they were natural divisions of 
time like day and night) is owing to a tradition that 
is Babylonian in its origin. From the Old Testament 
(which is one of the greatest factors in preserving the 
continuity of human culture, and the only ancient 
book which speaks with authority concerning Baby- 
lonian history) we learn that Abraham, the pro- 


before Christ. Even in that remote age, however, 
the Babylonians had established those divisions of 
time which are familiar to us. The seven days of the 
week were closely associated in men’s thinking with 
the heavenly bodies. In our modern languages they 
are named after the sun, the moon, Mars. Mercury, 
Jupiter, Venus, and Saturn, which from the remotest 
times were personified and worshiped. Thus we see 
that the usage of making seven days a unit of time 
depends on the religious belief and astronomical 
science of a very remote civilization.

@ task facilitated by his extraordinary 
command of oriental languages. Most 
of the time he traveled without any 
escort, 

But he never was molested, not even 
in the most lawless districts; his won- 
derful immunity being partly due to the 
fact that he was able to speak to the 
races with whom he came into contact, in 
their own tongue, and was conversed 
in the courtesies that they do not look 
for in a stranger; but more especially 
owing to the interest and sympathy 
which he manifested in their religion.

. Explanations attempting to show the 
pistol was discharged by Mrs. King’s 
falling against the tree, in the fork of 
which - the pistol was supposed to have 
been placed, were exploded by Coroner 
Hoffman's examination last night. Lack 
of powder burns show the impossibility 
of such an accident. Discharge of the 
pistol by falling against it would, in the 
opinion of Detective Sergeant Russell, 
unquestionably have left marks other 
than _the bullet wound.

Information from the east last night 
also has cast a new light on Mrs. King’s 
death. Mrs. King, according to the in- 
formation, was contemplating marriage 
at the time she started on the motor 
trip to Concord. Close friends in New 
York said yesterday that shortly be- 
fore she left New York, she told them 
she intended to become the wife of a 
distant cousin.

PROTESTS FORCE 
ACTION IN SCHOOL 
HEALTH TESTS 


Dr. John Dill Robertson, commissioner 
of health, and John D. Shoop, superin- 
tendent of schools, held a conference 
yesterday, after numerous protests from 
parents and principals over the rule that 
every child should submit a certificate of 
health. According to instructions sent 
out, the examination was to’ be made by 
private physicians, or where a family 
could not afford that, by free clinics. 

“On account of the smal! number of 
school physicians,”’ Mr. Shoop instructed 
the principals, “they will be unable to 
make these physical examinations, but 
will make the usual preliminary examina- 
tions and exclude those whom they re- 
gard as suspicious. Under no circum- 
stances are the school physicians to vary 


to fill out health’ certificates.” 

Many parents have taken the position 
that it is up to the board to prove the 
child is not in good health before keep- 
ing him out of school. According to re- 
ports in the schdol board room?, physi- 
cians are charging from nothing up to 
several dollars for each’ examination. 

Albert A. Miller of 1723 North Kedzie 
avenue wrote to THE TRIBUNE about the 
matter. 

“Formerly, the school physician did 
the examining,” said Mr. Miller. “ What 
is the use of a’ physician paid by the 
board who does nothing but tell the 
pupils to go to their physician for a 
health certificate? The principal of the 
school where my little girl goes told me 
there were as many as seven children 
from one family going to his school, but 
he said he was powerless. This new rule 
is going to work all kinds of hardship.”

sible for the falsehoods which I believe 
are injuring my good name and that of 
the city of Chicago. 


“Deliberate Falsehoods.” 

“T have been charged by the daily 
press of Chicago and by others with re- 
fusing to invite to our city the repre- 
sentatives of foreign nations. I have 
been charged with refusing to permit the 
sale of Liberty bonds in the city hall. 
Both of these charges are deliberate 
falsehoods. It is my opinion that be- 
cause I did not bring libel suits against 
newspapers and their editors at the time 
these and other misstatements were 
made they have become bolder and 
more unscrupulous until they have 
reached a point where they are accusing 
me of being a traitor to our country.

Producers, in Conference | 2h: 


with Hoover, Ask for 
U. S. Control.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 6.—[Special.] 
Licensing of the packing establish- 
ments by the food administration was 
strongly urged by livestock producers 
today at the conference of livestock men 
called by Secretary Houston of the de- 
partment of agriculture and by Herbert 


*C. Hoover, food administrator. 


Mr. Hoover appeared before the con- 
ference and various suggestions were 
offered, but Mr. Hoover made no deci- 
sion and the indications are that it will 
be some days and perhaps weeks before 


a definite program is adopted. 


It was made plain by Mr. Hoover at PL 
the conference that he did not intend at 
this time to fix prices on livestock and 


meats. It is his purpose, he explained, 


to the conference, to: stabilize prices 


rather than to fix prices. 


At the outset Hoover told the livestock 
mén that he wanted constructive sug- 
gestions rather than criticisms. The 
conference held morning, afternoon and 
evéning meetings and did not complete 


ite sessions.. It will meet again tomor- 
row. 


Corn Price May Govern Hogs. 


In the meetings thus far held .much 
has been said about the high prices of 


feeds and the adverse effect of such 
bigh prices on the livestock industry, 


including the dairy industry. Out of

In the exchanges between the live stock 
men and Mr. Hoover it was brought out 
that it would probably be necessary to 
effect an agreement with the allied gov- 
ernments to take the product of the 
packing plants—that part which can be

@uch as will enable the packers to pay 
prices to the producers which will com- 
pensate them sufficiently to encourage

A committee of twenty-five was named 
made up of five representativés of as 
many sections of the live stock industry, 
mamely, sheep, hogs, dairy cattle, Beef 
fattie, and feeders. Each section will 
select one man and the five thus chosen 
will make up an executive committee 
which will be established here perma- 
hently to confer with Mr. Hoover. 

Walter L. Fisher of Chicago, attorney 
for the American National Live Stock 
association, took an, active part in the 
proceedings. Mr. Fisher urged on Mr. 
Hoover the need.of prompt action and 
held that government control of the 
packing establishments through a licens- 
ing system was necessary in order that 
producers might be inspired with con-
